Conditional Decree of Confirmation Entered 
by Judges Brewer and Treat. 


This morning the United States Circuit 
Court, Judges Brewer and Treat on 
the bench, on motion of the Central 
Trust and Mercantile Trust Companies,

E. T. Allen, Master, the balance of the pur- 
chase money, $562,500 by August 1. As a 
further condition of confirmation the Court 
requires that the purchasers shall make good 
to the receivers any loss which may occur in 
running and operating the COlarinda & St. 
Railroad, Biuffs & 
St. Louis Railroad, Des Moines 4 St. 

Louis, Jerseyville 
and Springfield Railroad, Champaign and 
Southeastern Railroad, and the Eel River Rail- 
road. The decree directs the Master to make 
a deed to the purchasers upon the 
payment of the balance of the pur- 
chase money of all property sold, the 
receivers to retain possession until the Court 
shall, from time to time, direct possession to 
be delivered. The purchasers are required to 
pay bereafter whatever sums the Court shall 

irect to discharge receivers’ debts and pay 
other liens on the proper'y, and confirmation 
follows, finally, upon compliance by the pur- 
chasers in full with all the terms and conditions 
of the decreé of sale. 

Under this decree the Reorganization Com- 
mittee ofthe Wabash will be compelled to 
raise nearly $5,000,000. President Joy has said 
the sum is nearly all — in, nearly all of the 
stock and bonds having paid the assessments 
placed upon them for the pur- 

se of feorganization. In addition as 
a condition of tinal settlement the owners of 
roads that have been wrecked by reason of 
their connection with the Wabash by lease 
will have to be satisfied. Negotiations to this 
end have been and are still in 
progress, with the n that 
amicable adjustments will be made in every 
case. One of the largest items of court ex- 
pense has been cut out by the payment of the 
principal attorneys 1 in the case 
directly from the fund of the reorganization, 
and without the intervention of the 
Court to make allowance. This has been 
arranged in New York between the attorneys 
and the committee. It is not probable, even 
if there is no hitch in following out the views 
of the court as expressed in the decree of to- 
day that the road can be released from the re- 
ceiver’s hands before September.

IN ASHES. - 


THE CITY OF VANCOUVER SWEPT OUT OF 


EXISTENCE BY FIRE. 


— 


Only Six Houses Out of Five Hundred Escape 
the Flames—A Gale Spreads Brush Fires to 
the Loss of Life—Drunken 


City~Large 
Men Hemmed In by the Flames—Loss Over 
$1,000,000. 


NEw WESsTMINIETER, B. 0. June 15.—Parties 
atriving from Van Couvré state that at 2:30 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, the wind rose to 
n gale and caused fires which were burning on 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Reserve. to 
spread toward the city. A house on the er- 
treine west end, caught fire and the flames 
spread rapidly to adjacent buildings. At 4 
o’elock thé last house in the town was in 
ashes. Harving’s sawmill and the Royal Clty 
planing mill, situated on points laid outside 


the town, wére saved. Five persons are re- 
ported dead, and several seriously, if not 
atally injured. The total loss is estimated at 
$1,000,000; tmsurance, $10,000. One thousand 
pest) Ste homeless. It is impossible to ob- 
ain further particulars as yet on account of 
the wires being down. 


THE LOSS OF LIFE AND PROPERTY. 

The city of Van Couyre, situated at the Pa- 
cific end of the Canadian Pacific Railway, is in 
ashes. Not half a dosen houses remain out of 
500, and, worst ofall, there is a large loss of 
life. Ten bodies have thus far been recovered, 
and a number of persons are missing and are 
supposed to have perished. One short hour 
did the whole work. The property saved is 
insignificamt; a ‘‘ciean sweep’’ describes the 
situation. A thousand men are at work clean- 
ing up the debris for the railroad company. 
Twenty contracts for rebuilding have been 
already let. Many men lost their all, but 
are determined to start in again. The loss 
falls directly on the pioneer element of 
the city. Hundreds of people are camped 
out. here are meagre facilities for 
the relief of the sufferers, Dut the pore of 
this Oty. oF0 snpesially open-handed in their 
efforts to relieve the distress. Prompt 
aid from the Canadian Pacific Railroad is ex- 
pected. Families were compelled to abandon 
their homes at a moments warning, and flee 
for their lives. Business men in search of 
waluables were forced rush through flames 
and smoke or perish. The whole populace 
were panic-stricken. A number of persons 
sought refuge in the water. One man was 
found in a well where he had lowered himagif 
to escape the flames. Few of ane poems have 
more an the clothes they stand in. Of 
the ten bodies recovered, only three have 
been identified. Most the burned buildings 
will be replaced with brick structures. Con- 
tracts foralarge hotel and other extensive 
buildings 1 — half a million dollars 
were let just before the fire. 

THE BURNING OF VAN COUVRE. 

PORTLAND, Oregon, June 15.—The Oregon- 
lan s Victoria, (B. C.) special says: All day Sun- 
day there had been a steady wind from the 
northwest and the brush clearing fires 
on the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way lots were fanned 80 that 
they filled the terminal town of Van Couvre 
with smoke. Nobody, however, had any idea 
ot danger. Shortiy after I p. m. several per- 
sons began to consider the situation threaten- 
ing, but the smoke was so dense 
— found it impossibie to direct 
their steps to the exact locality 
of its gource. Soon astable near the Colonial 
Hotel was seen to de on fire. The alarm was 
given, but so skeptical were people that they 
paid no attention for sometime. The wind by 
this time had increased to a gale and 
fanned the flames to a - mass 
of raging fire. One of the first 
buildings to go was nag ge: My drug store, 
followed by the office of the Van Couvre 
News. The flames shot across Abbott street 
with astonishing rapidity, and almost before 
the people could realize it the whole of the 
western portion of the city was 

IN A BLAZE. 

The excitement was now intense. Water 
street was filled with, dense smoke and flying 
cinders, and people were hurrying with what 
effects they could gather to a 
place of safety, the general direction 
of their flight being East, though many ran to 
the elevated ground of the Canadian Pacific 
Company. Others made for False Creek. Those 
who endeavored to save their goods 
were so wrapped in their object as to appear 
heediess of the danger they ran, and it Was 
found necessary tO compel many women to 
relinguish their efforts to save their lives. 
In some cases there was only 
time to piace them on improvised rafts which 
were pushed out from the shore beyond the 
flames, which literally seemed to fill the air. 
In lese time than to 
describe, the fire reached 
Carroll street. Some merchants in this vicinity 
and inthe Ferguson block engaged in con- 
veying their 8 to a place of safety, 
but 80 rapi was the conflagra- 
tion that before their horses 
ready the teamsters themselves were 
obliged to fly to save their own lives. All 
hope of saving any considerable amount of 
property was now abandoned and each con- 
tented himself with hastily putting together 
what be could carry without seriously imped- 
ing his speed, and hurried from the spot. But 
even after leaving the houses the danger was 
not over, for every road had become 

AN AVENUE OF FIRE, 
the falling timbers and stumps on each side of 
the road glowing with fire and proving as 
sérious a menace to the fugitives as the burn- 
ing houses of the doomed city. During the 
confusion which prevailed, when the 
rowdies and roughs saw that every 
one was leaving, they entered 
the saloons which had been left entirely un- 
protected and cummenced drinking. Manya 
one was seen staggering along tne streets with 
a keg of Veer on bis shoulder, or carrying as 
— | bottles of liquor as he 
coul appropriate. Men were seen 
sitting Compictely bhemmed in bythe fire and 
apparently oblivious of their surroundings, 
drinking liquor. They were, of course, then 
aiready n intoxicated. A large 
humber of the fugitives collected at the 
Hastings Mill Company's wharf, but a 
large majority collected at False Creek bridge. 
Nothing was to be seén from either of these 
points but a lurid, rolling bank of 
smoke hanging over the ashes 
of the city, from Which stragglers could be 
seen occasionally fleeing. The steamer Duns- 
mier was at the wharf to receive people, and, 
with several other steamers, conveyed a large 
number over to Moodeyville. The dropping 
of the flames Was as sudden as their rise, and 
7 6 p. m. some adventurous spirits had 
already made their way along the roads of the 
destroyed city, and before dark the work of 
SEARCHING FOR BODIES 
of those overtaken by the fiery element had 
begun. In a short time the incinerated 
remains of several persons had 
been discovered. U to 10 > m. 
Monda nine bodies, some of which 
were Burned béyond recognition, had been 
found. Thereissome uncertainty about the 
exact number already found, as in some cases 
a Handtul of charred bones were the only in- 
die ation of dhuman life being lost. One of 
the searchers said he thought the number 
could be truthfully put at twelve. The general 
sentiment of the people appears to be one of 
hopefulness and determination to at once be- 
gin the reconstruction of the city. Some have 
already got building material on the ground.

EDITOR MUNFORD SHOT. 


A Kansas City Tragedy ta Which Some Inne- 
cent People Were Injured. 


Kansas City, Mo., June 15.—Yesterday after- 
on about 5:30 o’clock, Dr. Morrison Mun- 
ford, Editor of the Times of this city, was shot 
and seriously wounded by W. D. Uarlile, a 
lawyer. The trouble grew out of certain arti- 
cles recently published in the Times charg- 
ing that Carlile had induced a young 
lady, an heiress, named Crute, 
to leave her home and live 


with his wife and family, that he had suc- 
ceeded in defrauding her of a large amount of 
money and had obtained such influence over 
her that she had consented to take and had 
taken two trips with him to California. While 
there the article charged him with represent- 
ing himself as a retired banker and introduc- 
ing the lady as a near relative. Charges of 
improper intimacy were also made. t the 
time ofthe first publication of the charges 
Carlile was absent from the city, but upon his 
return he wrote a card denying all that was 
alleged. The — 4 also published a card say - 
ing that Mr. Carlile was a friend in whom she 
trusted and who had never betrayed that 
trust. 

The shooting took place in a cable car at the 
—— and the story is most accurately told 
y Mr. C. Edwards of the Journal staff. 
He says: ‘‘Il was standing on the rear plat- 
form of the grip car when Dr. Munford stepped 
onto the front platform of the passenger car 
behind and passed in toward the rear. Just 
then 1 saw Carlile running through the crowd 
on the street, and “pene he was in a hurry 
to get on the cars. en he reached the plat- 
form he drew a pistol and called ‘Dr. Mun- 
ford.’ The doctor turned half round, and as 
he did so, Carlisle said: ‘You have traduced 
my wife,’ presented his pistol and fired. I 
had reached over from the grip and pulled him 
backward as he fired, which caused the shot 
to miss. Cariile then struck at me with the 
pistol, and as he crossed the platform 
fired ~ through the open window, 
the shot strikin r. Munford. He then 
jamped = to the ground and fred 
three more shots through the side window 
into the car which was filled with women and 
children. He then ran toward the front of the 
grip car where he was arrested. Munford had 
this time reached the ground and drawn 
his own weapon. He leveled it at the prisoner 
and asked the officers to give him a chance, 
but friends intervened and Munford whs 

taken to the office of Dr. McDonald.’’ 
Munford’s wound was in the left side of the 
abdomen and rang'ng across it a dis- 
tance of seven inches.

Col, Musser Traces It Back te England and 
Corrects a Misnemer. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Some little controversy having been in- 
duiged in in the newspapers concerning the 
name of President Cleveland, some of them 
having insisted that his full name is Stephen 
Grover Cleveland, instead of simply as he 
signs it, Grover Cleveland, I beg to present 
the following facts; 

Mr. Oleveland is the descendant in the sixth 
generation from William Hyde of Norwich, 
Conn, The heirs of William Hyde, some thirty 
755 Oo, were claimants of the Hyde estate 
n Kugland, and for the purpose of estabiish- 
ing their pedigree and heirship employed the 
celebrated Chancelior Walworth to preparéa 
brief of their history in America. ‘he resuit 
ot the learned chancellor’s researches was 

Tinted in two large volumes of about fifteen 
pundred pages for the use of the family. A 
copy of this book found in the possession of 
one of the heirs gives the following genealogy 
of the President: 

I. William Hyde of Norwich, who was con- 
temporary with baron Hyde, Earl of Claren- 
don, Lord Chancellor of England and father- 
in-law of James II, King of England, emi- 
grated tothe New England colonies in 1635, 
253 years ago. Chancellor Walworth does not 
trace his ancestry in England nor connect 
him with the family of the Lord Chancellor 
or the other distinguished, mempers of the 
Hyde family, that duty devolving onthe law 
vers in England. William Hyde of Norwich 
was married ia England, and his eldest child, 
a daughter, was born before his immigration. 
She died unmarried, but’ his second child, 
Samuel, was born in Hartford in 1634. 

II. Samuel Hyde married Jane Lee, and his 
second son, John, ancestor of the President 
in the third generation from William, was 
born in 1667. 

III. John Hyde married Experience Abel, 
March 8, 1698. Their third son, James, was 
born in 1707. 

IV. James Hyde married Sarah Marshall 
and their youngest chiid, Abiah, born Decem- 
ber 20, 1749, married Rev. Aaron Cleveland, 
second son of Rev. Aaroa Cleveland and Su- 
sannah Porter of Haddam, Mass. 

„ William Cleveland, son of Rev. Aaron 
Cleveland and Abiah Hyde, was born Decem- 
ber, 14, 1774, at Norwich, and married Mar- 

aret, daughter of Richard Falley. Their 
hird son, Richard Falley Cleveland, was born 
June 9, 1805, 

VI. Richard Falley Cleveland married 3 
tember 10, 1820, Anne Neale, daughter of Ab- 
ner Neale and Barbara Reel of Baltimore. 
They moved to Holland Patent, N. V., 18538. 

There were born to them nine children, ot 
whom Grover Cleveland, President of the 

States, was the fifth, born i18th of 
March, 1837. 

The records of the family clearly show that 
his name is Grover and that Stephen is no

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THE ROYAL SUICIDE. 


FULL DETAILS OF THE TERRIBLE TRAG- 
EDY AT BERG CASTLE. 


The Journey frem Hohenschwangan to 
Schlossberg—Ludwig Affected by the Tears 
of the People—The Promenade in the 
‘Park in a Heavy Rain — Failure of the 
King and Dr. Gudden to Return—The 
Alarm and Discevery of the Bodies in 

the Lake. ‘ 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Monica, June 15.—The royal prisoner, King 


Ludwig II., has committed himself to the blue 
water, of the beautiful Lake Starnberg. In this 
case he was the sole actor and not asin life, so 
often, the sole auditor ofthe tragic drama. The 
act was not the result of a sudden motive on 
his part. The journey from Hohenschwangan 
to Schlossberg was made sadly and slowly by 
carriage. The good nature and 
considerate © character show by the 
King for his subjects forbade him 
betraying his intention of suiciding. 
He did not seem perturbed by the presence of 
his physicians and guards. With his usual 
amiability, he greeted several peasants who 
came to see him en route. Now and again, 
however, he would fall into the gloomy mood, 
probably chiefly caused by his unavailing 
appeal to the Emperor for protection. His 
faithful subjects, as by a dread intuition, col- 
lected in groups at many points onthe jour- 
ney, giving the impression that they hada 
presentiment that their beloved though ec- 
centric monarch would never re- 
turn. They Were bowed down with 
grief, and many peasants, men and 
women, knelt on the roadside weeping as the 
carriage passed. The King was greatly afect- 
ed at the tears ofthe people and the deject- 
edness of the children. He wished to walk 
among his subjects once more, but yielded 
obedience to the commands of his physician. 
There could have been no more obedient 
patient in the world than Ludwig II. It had 
been originally arranged that the King should 


reside at Linderhot, but his favorite and faith- 
ful Dr. Gudden dréaded its dreary situation 
among the mountains. When the King was 
inclined to exhibit signs of raving mania, Dr. 
Gudden was the only man who could 

RESTORE HIM TO QUIET. 

This physician believed that his 
case was curable, and indignantly de- 
nounced the infamous conduct of many 
1 — contaiming invented anecdotes of 
iis royal master’s eccentricities. These, the 
doctor supposed and believed, would act on 
the King’s nervous’system and help to render 
a cure more difficult. Dr. Gudden is inclined 
to the belief that Ludwig is the victim of in- 
trigues on the part of Prince Bismarck, and 
that his very pronounced Wagnerian whim, 
among other harmless matters, was seized 
upon a8 an evidence of insanity and even the 
tender and not unreciprocated youthful woo- 
ing of the lovely daughter of a peasant of the 
Linderhof, tn his early youth, was made the 
absurd basis for the belief in his madness. On 
the other hand, unpublished medical opin- 
ions are current that Ludwi was 
the victim of family cerebral isease. 
It is somewhat difficult to determine at pres- 
ent the real facts of the case, but one thing is 
certain, namely: while allthe Bavarian gov- 
erumental authorities consented to his incar- 
ceration, the hearte of the r! went out 
towards the King in the firm belief that he was 
the victim of political intrigue.

The News in London. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonvon, June 15.—The Daily News’ telegram 
of last night says: The King committed sui- 
cide in Lake Starnberg. There is no doubt 
that he had made up his mind to do so after 


the events that occurred at Hohenschwangan, 
and that his calmness and apparent resigna- 
tion were merely intended to avert suspicion. 
As is well known, madmen are very ingenious 
in such dissemblings. The news was made 
public this morning and has created 
a most painful impression. I hasten 
to give you full details of this 
sad event, obtained from those dest 
adapted by their position to supply accurate 
information.

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VOICELESS PUPILS 


WHO ARE TAUGHT THEIR LESSONS BY 
DEAF-MUTE TEACHERS. 


A Post-Dispatch Reporter's Visit to the School 
at Ninth and Wash-—The Deaf-Mute 
Primer—A Class in Arithmetic—The Grad- 
uates of the Institution. 


An interesting bat not very well-known in- 
stitution was visited by a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter to-day. It is known as the school for 
deaf mutes and is located at Niath and Wash 
streets. The institution is in charge of Mr. 
Delos A. Simpson and his two assistants, Mrs. 
Mary L. Simpson and Miss Emma 
Macy; ali mutes. Communication between the 
reporter and Mr. Simpson was carried on in 
writing. 

The school attendance, he said, or wrote 
rather, now numbers about fifty pupils, rang- 
ing in age from 4to18 years, anda brighter 
or more intelligent set could not be found in 
any school in the city. The object of the 
school is not simply to teach the 
art of communication by means of signs, 


but to impart a regular school education. The 
sign manual is of course first taugut, but sim- 
ply for the purpose of establishing some 
means of communication between teacher 
and The letter signs are 
not only ones taught, but 
the mode which the early settler used to * 
municate with the untutored savage ie first 
adopted. The earliest lesson is to establish 
the connecting link between signs and things, 
and to get the learners to understand what 
is wante of them. After the 
first step in that direction is made every thing 
runs along smoothly. 

MR. SIMPSON’S METHOD. 
Mr. pson to illustrate his method took up 
the fipst book which is used in the school; the 
was covered with the ordinary 
first lesson illustrations ‘‘a rat’’ with the 
ictare of the rodent overit; ‘‘am ox’’ ‘‘a 
ox and s on.

For a cat he passed his 
hand over his face as if stroking his whiskers, 
and then with one hand made a scratching 
movement.

From simple names he went to sentences. 
Showing the reporter the sentence, A dog 
catches a rat, he made the motions indi- 
cating a og, then made a hasty 
catch at an imaginar something 
and finished by giving the signs for a rat, 
which were a kind of nibbling motion with the 
fingers and alongslow motion — — 
tail. The children here again wrote the sen 
tepce accurately and rapidly. From sentences 
of two or three words he went to those of as 
many as twenty orthirty. The first class was 
called up and the teacher wrote ona slip of

writing. 
With one hand he rapidly motioned to the 
class and asmile passed over their faces as 
they wrote: 
This gentleman is a PoOsST-DISPATCH re- 
porter who wants to see how. we learn our les- 
sons. 
Mr. Simpson then took a piece of chaik 
and wrote on the board: ‘‘What did I 
tell you this morning about the King of Bava- 
ria? The scholars wrote a brief sketch of 
Ludwig’s life and how it ended. 
One class was at the board under the 
supervision of Miss moar. working 
problems in arithmetic. The problem 
was to find the greatest common division of a 
string ot numbers.

One 
little girl’a answer did not exactiy suit the 
teacher and with two simple waves of her 
hand the child erased all the work and wrote 
it over again. 
A trait that lends intelligence to the deaf 
mutes is the alert manaer of using their 
eyes. They are constantly watching for signs. 
Every little motion is noticed, and some of 
them can by watching the movement of the 
lips understand what is said. 
Mr. Simpsonis an ardent and industrious 
teacher, and says he hopes in 
a few years to see the schools 
for mutes on a much better footing than they 
how stand; and the sooner the idea that deaf 
— cannot be educated is dispelled the bet- 
r.

Ex-Minister Winston Finds His Persian 
Railroad Contrict Rather Expensive. 


NEw York, June 15.—The Times this morn- 
ing publishes a long letter-from Teheran, May 
20, written by Wolf Von Schierbrand, which 
says: Mr. F. H. Winston, Minister to Persia, has 
resigned. Tue letter giving his reasons for 
his action to the State Department at Wash- 
ingtom was mailed eight days ago. These rea- 
sons are very simple one on the face of it, 
They recite that there is neither commerce nor 
people of the United States to protect here, 
excepting a score of Americans engaged in 
missionary labors througnout Persia. Mr. 
Winston has requested a cablegram announe- 
ing the acceptance of his resignation by June 
10, and intends to leave here as soon as the 


dispatch arrives. After sending hi 
though, on Wednesday of last ah ay i oe 
plied for a franchise to build a railroad from 
Teheran to Mohammerah, or some other point 
on the Persian Gulf. I was present at the in- 
terviews had with the Mouschir-ed-Dowleh 
Minister of Foreign Affairs), and they were 
riefand to the point. His Highness stated 
that the Shah was willing to concede to the 
builders of the projected road, all the mines 
in Persia of whatever description, not worked 
at the 212 hour, and also the mines now 
worked, at the same terms now existing.

THE APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Its Consideration by the Council—The In- 
creased Allowances. 


The Council met last nightp eleven members 
present, with Vice-President Temple in the 
chair. The usual routine business having 
been disposed of the Council took hold of the 
appropriation bill. 


The report of the Committee on Ways and 
Means was submitted, explaining why they 
recommended an increase of 243.35 over 
the estimate of the Comptroller. 

Comptroller Campbeli arose and said that he 
could not understand the action of the com- 
mittee, and the suggestion that the addition 
be made was a reflection on him. 

Mr. Stone explained the matter, showing 
the increase in collections and the higher tax 
inthe new portions of the city, and other 
items which justified the increase. 

The Comptroller called attention to the 
phraseology of the bill, which would require 
a larger clerical force and considerably more 
book-keeping. 

Mr. Seddon said he intended to amend the 
Dill so as to rovide for renewing the indices 
in the Recorder’s office. 

Comptroller Cam mpbell held thatthe Recorder 
was a State official and out of the Council’s 
jurisdiction. He thought that if the renewing 
of the indices was Faid on done it would cost 
between $75,000 and $1 000. 

After a long discussion as to whether the 
Recorder was a State officer or not, it was de- 
cided that $5,000 would cover the expense, and 
—— was agreed to make an amendment to that 
effect 

Mr. Bell objected strongly to the $4,200 set 
aside for shoeing fire department horses. 

Messrs. Stone Blakely and Campbell thought 
this money would not be misappropriated. 

Mr. Beil’s motion to postpone consideration 

of that portion of the bill was set aside and 
the clause adopted.
